That this solid globe is nothing more 
nor less •than a whirling complexity of 
electrical energy, positive in equilibrium 
with negative, locked within the ele- 
mental atom, was the statement made 
by Dr. A. S. five in an address delivered 
before the Physical Society last evening. 

The present conception of the complex 
structure of the atom ,said the lecturer 
is of quite recent origin. He could re- 
member the time when the alom was 
considered to be an opaque, hard, round 
body, somewhat analagous to a 'machine- 
made biMiard ball. The discovery' of the 
undreamed of property of radioactivity 
had, however, completely revolutionised 
the atomic theory and opened a vast new 
field of research. The challenge had 
been accepted by science, and» a new 
theory had been formulated which not 
only gave an explanation of the phe- 
nomena of radioactivity, hut also of 
those connected with electrification and 
valence, and presented a picture of the 
interior structure of the hitherto sup- 
1>oscdly indivisible atom. 

The atom as it is now known consists 
of three regions :' a •nucleus which was 
shown by Rutherford to consist of 
a positive charge of electricity; a re- 
gion of inner rings irom which origin- 
ate the emanations oi energy connected 
with X — rays; and lastly a region of 
outer rings, which alone is concernée! 
in spectroscopic and chemical pheno- 
meiin and with valency. Around the 
positive nucleus! revolves a certain 
number of negatively charged electrons 
which neutralise the positive nucleus. 
The hydrogen atom contains only one 
electron. The helium atom has for its 
nucleus' a charge, equal to four hydro- 
gen nuclciu which is equivalent to the 
alpha particles given off by the radio- 
active, elements. This is held in equili- 
brium by two negative electrons, and 
tile atomic number of helium is 2. The 
atomic numbers of the elements are 
whole numbers which arc inversely 
proportional to the square root oi their 
X-ray spectra. When the atoms are ar- 
ranged in the order of their atomic 
numbers the elements of similar proper- 
ties appear in octaves and an improved 
periodic table is formed The atomic 
number is equal to the number of units 
of positive electricity in the nucleus of 
the atom, and hence to the number of 
electrons. The atoms of carbon consists 
of a nucleus of three alpha particles each 
of which is equal to four hydrogen nu- 
cleii or to four electrons. The number 
of electrons in the carbon atom is there- 
fore twelve; and the atomic number is 
12.

It is felt that he would 
be especially pleased at such a form of 
memorial, for it will do good in £ 
field in which he himself did a great 
deal. This is an opportunity to repay, 
In a small measure, the debt of gratitude 
which many feel thoy owe Dr. Pater- 
;on.

As soon as the account Was paid the 
tally-stick was thrust into the fire. 

The visitor carried away a tally as a 
curiosity, but on showing it in England 
he was surprised to learn that a farm- 
er's wife in that part of Uie countryjn 
which he was staying kept her account 
for butter and milk on a notched stick. 




ODD TALLY WAYS. 

■l'o keep score and to keep tally arc 
bmmon enough phrases ; but few of the 
irdent boys and girls who keep the 
score of an exciting game of baseball, 
and afterwaril compare score cards to 
sec if their records tally, have any idea 
whence these two words arc derived. 

Originally they were exact synonyms; 
a score being a scar or notch upon a 
taily-stiek, while tally comes directly 
from the French tailler, to cut, whittle 
or notch. The use of tally-sticks, one 
would think, must belong cither to re- 
mote antiquity or to regions beyond 
civilization and its accompanying school 
arithmetic; yet such is by no means the 
case. That it still survives in rural 
France is attested by an American edu- 
cator who lias traveled much in that 
country.

ithout' losing in atomic weight. Sue 
-bstances as these two forms 'of "Un: 
lum which have the same atomi 
.eight are known as isotose. This radio 
ctivc disintegration continues throug 
Dtiiuih, radium, 'niton, oilier forms o 
adium, and finally concludes in lead 
For every alpha particle lost the atomii 
weight is decreased by four, but a: 
o'.ctron given off there is no change 
iii atomic weight, an iotrose form of 
the same substance being produced. Ra.- 
dium exists -with ^several atomic weight: 
and in several isotrosc forms. 

During his address. Dr. Eve, showci 
several slides giving diagrams and illus- 
trations' of spectra- and exhibited dia- 
grams oi the structure' of several kinds 
of atoms. 

Other experiments that prove these 
conception of atinifc structure were 
made by Zeeinari in connection with the 
behaviour of light in a magnetic field 
and by Stark who observed the polarisa 
tion of light when in an electric field 

On concluding his address. Dr. Eve 
stated that he had endeavoured to give 
a brief acoimt of recent progress in this 
field. Much had been accomplished, but 
the subject matter which he had discuss- 
ed was of a nature at present, so little 
understood and yet of so far reaching 
consequences, that there was in it 
enough to furnish scientists with a thou 
sand years of enquiry and experiment 

On the conclusion of his address 
hearty vote of thanks was tendered to 
Professor E*-o, -and owing to the lateness 
of the hour|tfic.Anceting adjourned with 
out further discussion.

TO DEFEAT AT KINGSTON 

McGill Showed* Superior Combination and Shooting — 
Queen's Team Work Was Ineffective— Anderson and 
Flanagan Star For Red and White — McKelvey Out- 
standing on Queen's Line-up— Final Score Was 9 to 5— 
, Last Game of Season.

Before a good crowd here last night, 
McGill won the last Intercollegiate hoc- 
key fixture for the season, dcteating the 
Presbyterian sextet by the decisive score 
nine to five.

EDUCATED WOMEN FAIL 
IN EXAMS SAYS PROF. 

Professor Gordon (Protessor of Lit- 
erature at Leeds University,) in an 
opening address before the Leeds La- 
dies' Educational Association, recently 
stated thai in the matter of advanced 
education for women no man could re- 
main unmoved hy the audacity and 
courage shown by the pioneering of 
women of the last generation. He re- 
gretted the more the entire absence of 
this spirit ol audacity and originality in 
the university work of women students 
of to-day. and. what was still more im- 
portant, in their work after leaving the 
university They did good service in 
school teaching and so on, hut, unlike 
their male contemporaries, they appear- 
ed to do no original or creative work 
and added nothing to knowledge. This 
was not true of literary students only; 
in philosophy, for example, mathematics, 
chemistry— to name a few of the car- 
dinal studies of a university— it was the 
same story: a degree taken, often a dis- 
tinguished degree, and after that a lull 
stop. If they produced any work the 
chances were a thousand to one that it 
would be purely imitative and reproduc- 
tive. And yet we knew that women had 
capacities of insight and interpretation 
peculiar to themselves and denied lo 
men. What was happening to their capa- 
cities? There was no sign of them in the 
work of academic women. Were they, 
then, pursuing wrong ends, or were they 
pursuing them in a wrong way? Or was 
it premature to ask these questions? In 
his opinion it was not premature. the 
whole matter demanded examination. 
The elder women who secured ior their 
juniors the university privileges which 
they now enjoyed scented lo consider 
that. they, had finished their task. On 
the contrary their task had only begun. 
The higher education which they se- 
cured for women was a male education, 
patiently evolved hy men for men 
through many centuries. This they had 
.•-imply taken over, for it was a startling 
fact that to the subject of university 
education women had contributed, so 
far as he knew, not a single item. Ac- 
ceptance and imitation had been their 
only motto. He would like to see a wo- 
men's university or university college 
additional to those which men and wo- 
men shared, where experiments could 
be made on women's education, and pos- 
sibly new principles arrived at for the 
better cvploymcnt of their capacities. 
All education would bcnefit-.by.sush ex- 
periments ,and not least flic easting' uni- 
versities where men and women work 
side by side. 

Miss Gwycr, an Oxford graduate and 
a warden of the Leeds University Hall, 
stated that from her experience as a uni- 
versity women, gathered from' several 
universities, she felt obliged to confirm 
Professor Gordon's general view. She 
pointed out. however, that the- way of 
the woman graduate was not smoothed 
by fellowship; and that home duties en- 
gulfed many original minds.

A CRITICISM OF EXAMINATION'S 



In abolishing midyear examinations 
the faculty of the Wharton School 
was influenced by a belief that this 
method of determining a student's fit- 
ness is no longer in harmony with mod- 
ern educational principals. Such stress 
has so long been laid upon the examina- 
tion that it has become an end rather 
than a mean's to an end. A student's at- 
tention is concentrated upon the passing 
of the examination and whatever know- 
ledge he acquires is incidental to it. Bj 
doing away whit the examination the 
faculty believed that the lost equilib- 
rium' woukl be restored. More emphasis 
would be laid upon daily work and the 
general level of study would be raised 
From the students point oi view the 
examination is generally looked upon 
with disfavor because, in their opinion 
it is too seldom a true test of merit. In 
many instances, a student with a gen- 
erally satisfactory knowledge of a course 
will fail an examination which dealr 
with a specific subject not thorough! 1 
covered by him. "Catch questions," cm- 
ployed, fortunately, by but a few de- 
partments, never fail to arouse the 
ire of those obliged to answer them 
Even when an earned effort is made 
to compare an examination fair both tc 
student and professor .the difficulties 
involved make success well nigh un- 
achievable. It is this belie i that the

Though the invitations for the meet 
ing have been out only a few clays al 
ready seventy colleges have sent word 
that they will be oil hand. These include 
all the big colleges of the East, with a 
sprinkling from the West, and a larg 
er number from the South than usual. 
When all the col'ege entries arc in it 
expected that even a larger number will 
send teams than did last year, when 112 
colleges were represented. The school in 
vitations are just going out but judg- 
ing by the scores of inquiries already 
received, there will be close to 400 
school teams at the Carnival. The real 
problem of the management is to ar- 
range the events so that they may be 
run off in the two days given for the 
meeting. 

The indoor season is just starting but 
already enough has been seen to indicate 
that very •fine performances will be 
made in all the events. Two new relay 
college championships have been added 
to the programme, namely a quarter 
mile and a half mile relay, in which the 
runners will go 110 yards and 220 yards 
respectively. These races promise to be 
very popular and they should give a 
decided impetus to the development of 
sprinters in this country. It is ex- 
pected that the final of these races will 
see all the fastest college sprinters in 
'he final relays.

It is to be cx- 
ncctcd, if the innovation is endorsed and 
made permanent, that difficulties arising 
f rom conflicting examinations and the 
lilic will be remedied. The question 
should be judged on the broader basis
